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With DIY mixologists, drinks are always IN the house

Shuffling through this saggy economy has driven Heidi Blake to drink— 
at home, that is. 

The Bronzeville resident, 25, started watching her pennies when the 
economy began to belly-flop, and she decided she didn’t want to drink away 
extra money by going out to bars. Not wanting to completely throw away her 
social life, Blake amped up her home bartending, which she first started 
toying with about three years ago. 


“What was it that Hemingway said about 
being a writer? That all you need is a well- 
lit, clean space? Same thing goes for making 
drinks at home,” said Tim Lacey of The 
Drawing Room. “A counter will do as a work 
surface.” 

Joly adds that you don’t need to worry 
about getting your Long Island iced tea or 
mojito exactly right the first time around. 

“There are hundreds of ‘misses’ before 
you nail the perfect drink,” Joly said. “When 


cooking, you may work on a recipe for hours 
and have it flop. With cocktails, you are 
looking at only five to 10 minutes before you 
achieve your result.” 

Whether mastering a martini or splashing 
in some variety with a gimlet, don’t forget 
that becoming a cocktail connoisseur is not 
just about the taste, but the experience. 

Joly’s advice: “Remember to really have 
fun with it.” andrea Stanley is a redeye special

“I became more serious about the subject 
when the economy started to decline,” Blake 
said. “Saving money is huge. A good bottle of 
tequila can run you around $30 to $60. That 
amount could easily be spent on one night 
at a bar. I’m not drinking a whole bottle at a 
time, so it lasts me much longer.” 

Now Blake plays mixologist at home, 
hosting friends and family at her homemade 
bar— an IKEA cabinet filled with about 15 
bottles of liquor— where she serves up her 
favorites (margaritas and tequila sunrises) 
about once a month. 

Blake isn’t alone in making home the new 
hot spot. Although numbers tracking those 
who choose to booze at home are scarce, a 
look at spending suggests a large chunk of 
consumers nationwide have pared down their 
bar tabs. Fifty-five percent of consumers have 
cut back on going out to bars, according to 
market research firm The Nielson Company 
And spending on spirits is expected to 
be down 5.2 percent from 2008 — to 
$178.6 million— according to industry 
research firm IBISWorld. 

Martin Adamczyk, founder of Consummate 
Cocktails, a company that provides bartenders 
for private events, said he and his colleagues 
have seen a slight increase in the number 
of students in their bartending classes. 
Adamczyk offers classes for beginners on the 
basics of bartending and classes for experts 
on liquor varieties. 

Starting your own bartending operation 
doesn’t have to be difficult or expensive, 
according to experts who spoke with 
RedEye. 

“'You really don’t need to invest a lot of 
money to get started,” said Charles Joly, who

works at The Drawing Room in the Gold 
Coast. “'You just need the basics.” 

That means getting your hands on a base set 
of liquors— gin, rum, vodka, tequila, whiskey 
and cordials— along with basic glassware, a 
shaker, a muddler, a jigger, a long bar spoon, 
a tiny measuring cup, a hand-held citrus 
squeezer and a good book of drink recipes. 

And as for a spot where the mixing magic 
will happen? No need to put together a whole 
bar.

Rise, shine, drink

The scene: St. Patrick’s Day has 
extraordinary transformative powers, 
turning ordinary men into wild-eyed 
drunkards in a matter of hours.

The 
first is what you’ll get Saturday, when 
the spacious pub opens at 9 a.m. to 
accommodate pre-St. Patrick’s Day 
Parade crowds. Expect it to be loud, 
packed with “everyone’s Irish” types 
drinking much earlier in the day than 
they probably should be, and most 
likely a heck of a lot of fun. Also 
expect a limited menu (corned beef 
sandwiches, fish and chips, Irish sau- 
sages on a bun) and seriously scaled- 
back beer selection (drafts, green Bud 
Light bottles, canned Guinness). 

Show up on Sunday, when things 
return to normal, and you’ll see anoth- 
er D4. Though it’s far too big to be 
cozy, a couple of fireplaces and warm 
service lend this spot more intimacy 


than you might expect from a 5,400- 
square-foot Irish-themed pub on the 
ground floor of a Streeterville condo 
building. Claim a fireside table, tuck 
into a hearty brunch and linger over a 
proper pint (while sending up a little 
prayer of thanks that it’s not another 
keg cup of green beer), and you’re on 
your way to recovering from any St. 
Patrick’s Day mischief you may have 
gotten into the day before. 

The cuisine: You won’t find a lot 
of surprises here, but you also won’t 
leave hungry Even without the black 
pudding (a.k.a. blood sausage), which 
D4 decided to cut out after a few too 
many uneasy responses from folks 
who inquired about it when brunch 
started last year, the Irish breakfast 
($12) provides more eggs, bangers, 
rashers (Irish bacon), breakfast 
potatoes, beans and toast than most 
people could reasonably finish. 

Average appetites can be satisfied 
with typical American brunch fare 
such as omelets ($8), pancakes ($7) 
and cinnamon challah French toast 


($7), but the most interesting thing 
on the rather predictable menu is the 
Irish smoked salmon plate ($12). Just 
brace yourself: It’s huge too, loaded 
with salmon and buttered slices of 
hearty brown bread around halved 
grape tomatoes, capers, diced red 
onion, crumbled hard boiled egg and a 
generous smear of Boursin cheese. 

What D4 really does best is booze, 
and brunch cocktails don’t disap- 


point. There’s even a solution if you’re 
torn between beer and a cocktail: the 
black mimosa ($6), a velvety combo of 
Guinness and champagne. Even if you 
weren’t drinking green beer the night 
before, it’s possibly the smoothest way 
we can think of to bring balance to 
your St. Pat’s weekend.

Quinn tips hand 
on tax increase 


Gov Quinn acknowledged Friday that 
he will propose an income tax increase 
next week when he presents his plan 
for closing a massive budget deficit, but 
he would not confirm a report that he 
wants to raise the tax by 50 percent, to 
4.5 percent. 

While some Illinoisans would face 
a higher tax burden under his propos- 
al, Quinn said, many others actually 
would see their tax bills go down. That’s 
because he plans to seek a much larger 
personal exemption, shielding more 
income from being taxed. 

That would soften the blow on the 
poor and middle class. The Democratic 
governor said a family of four making 
less than about $57,000 ayear would not 
pay any additional taxes under his plan. 


“If you have a generous personal 
exemption, you can reduce taxes, cut 
taxes on millions and millions of peo- 
ple in Illinois,” Quinn said at a news 
conference. 

He firmly rejected the idea of rais- 
ing gasoline taxes, an idea floated by 
Democratic lawmakers but one that 
Quinn said would be unfair to the poor. 
“We’re not gonna raise the gas tax,” 
Quinn said. 

The Tribune reported Friday that 
Quinn may propose raising the per- 
sonal income tax rate to 4.5 percent, up 
from 3 percent. The corporate rate of 
4.8 percent would jump to 7.2 percent. 

The personal exemption of $2,000 — 
that is, the amount of income exempt 
from taxes— would climb to $6,000.

Rainfall prevented painting the boats, 
Pupecki said, and then water levels went so 
high that Wendella couldn’t move the boats 
along waterways to the Chicago River. 

River taxi service had been scheduled to 
get under way Monday but has been post- 
poned to March 30.
